Earthquake 

The tremor whose heart 
was in Kentucky but ex- 
tended its extremities to 
Belleville and Romulus had 
little effect on the area. But it 
did shock and shake some 
residents, accordng to Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. 

“We felt the earthquake,” 
said a spokesman for the 
department, “and it caught 
mast of us by surprise. 
However, we didn’t receive 
any reports of injuries or 
damage due to the quake.” 

It was the first time in 
recent years that Michigan 
had sustained a tremor. Fans 
at the Detroit Tiger ball 
game Sunday sea id they 
“knew something had 
happened,” but didn’t have 
an explaination until the 
radio had announced that 
“the shakes were from an 
earthquake.”

The storm that roared 
through the area two weeks 
ago also knocked off a branch 
of the Social Security Office 
at 27407 Michigan Ave.

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Voters to decide fate 
of Wayne County reform 



The fate of Wayne County governmental organization hangs in the balance, 
as Romulus voters join others throughout the County for this Tuesday’s 
primary election. 

The election, which serves as a winnowing process to eliminate candidates 
before the general election in November, will narrow the field for several 
Federal, State and County posts along party lines. However, it contains only one 
proposal, and that is the so-called County Home Rule, Proposal A. 

That proposal asks the voter to 
decide if a charter commission, for 
the purpose of framing and sub- 
mitting to the electorate a county 
home rule charter^ be established. 

Charter commission candidates are 
duly listed on the ballot should the 
proposal pass.

Cable TV remains issue 


Cable television contnues to stay 
in the public limelight for area 
residents. 

The Western Five Community 
Conference board voted last week to 
hold two more public hearings in its 
efforts to decide which of three 
competing cable TV companies 
should build a system for its five 
member communities. 

Western Five represents the 
townships of Van Buren, Sumpter 
and Huron and the cities of Belleville 
and Romulus. 

The board set hearing dates for 
Sept. 6 in the Van Buren Township 
Hall and Sept. 13 in the Romulus City 
Hall. Both hearings are scheduled to 
begin at 2 p.m. 

The board urged that all members 
of the township boards and city 
councils of its five member com- 
munities, along with interested 
members of the general public, 
attend both hearings. 

Last month, a similar hearing was 
held in Romulus during which 


presentations were made by the 
three cable TV firms which sub- 
mitted proposals to Western Five for 
one system to serve all five com- 
munities. 

They are: Comcast of Bala- 
Cynwyd, Pa.; United Cable of 
Englewood, Colo.; and Omnicom of 
Plymouth, Mich. 

Omnicom later made a request to 
appear before the Romulus City 
Council to make a presentation with 
the hope of securing a franchise for 
that community alone. 

Notified of Omnicom’s action, 
Comcast and United asked and were 
okayed for presentations at the 
same session. Three other cable TV 
firms also appeared and made 
presentations at the public meeting 
— Bell Broadcasting of Romulus, 
Metrovision of Troy, and Wayne 
Cable of Taylor. 

That particular meeting came 
only hours after the Western Five 
board voted 4-1 to recommend 
Omnicom as the company to build a 


system for the five community area. 
'Hie recommendation is not binding 
on the boards and councils. 

Since then Sumpter Supt. Robert 
K. Demski has asked Chairman Pat 
Cullin, supervisor of Van Buren, to 
hold a special meeting to reconsider 
the vote. He was not present when 
the recommending vote was taken 
and his sit-in, Shirley Sulkey, his 
secretary, voted for Omnicom. 

Demski said he did not favor the 
Plymouth firm and wanted an op- 
portunity to record his vote for 
another company. The earliest time 
for a special Western Five meeting 
turned out to be its regular monthly 
meeting last week (Thursday). 

However, Demski did not ask for a 
reconsideration and the board 
decided to hold two more public 
hearings in an effort to clarify what 
has become a long and drawn-out 
process of selecting a firm to build a 
cable TV system for the five- 
community area.

TTie proposal has sparked con- 
siderable controversy, in that the 
organization and apportionment of 
county commissioners will be based 
on 1970 census figures. County 
commissioners, representing 
districts in Detroit, currently hold a 
majority of the present seats on the 
Commission, and want things to stay 
that way. 

Western Wayne County com- 
munities, have increased in 
population since 1970, which when 
based on the one-man, one-vote 
premise, would give control of 
County government to those 
suburban districts where the 
majority of the people live. 

The conflict comes in the timing of 
the ballot proposal. Since county 
government apportionment can only 
be decided every ten years, op- 
ponents of Proposal A, which in- 
cludes several Western Wayne 
County communities, say the 
reapportionment should be based on 
1980 census figures which will be 
available next year. These figures, 
they say, will more accurately 
reflect the dispersement of 
population in the County, and 
therefore place the government of 
the County in the hands of Com- 
missioners representing the 
majority of people. Without those 
figures, Detroit representatives will 
maintain control of County govern- 
ment for at least next ten years, a 
possibility Western Wayne County 
leaders find totally unacceptable. 

Livonia Mayor Edward Mc- 
Namara and Allen Park Mayor 
Frank Lada are spearheading a 
drive against Proposal A under the 
banner of “Wayne County Com- 
munities for Equal Represen- 
tation. " They have taken the matter 
to court in an attempt to eliminate 
the proposal from this year’s ballot. 
They lost their case on the circuit 
level and are currently appealing 
the ruling to the Michigan Supreme 
Court. 

The high court is apparently 
waiting for the outcome of 
Tuesday’s election before issuing a 
decision. 

In those elections of particular 
interest to Romulus residents, eight- 
term U.S. Congressman William D. 
Ford is running unopposed on the 
Democratic side and is being 
challenged by two Republicans, 
Gerald R. Carlson, and James A. 
Caygill.

Huron 
to borrow 

$ 646,682 

The Huron Board of Education 
authorized the borrowing of $646,682 
against state aid for the 1980-81 
school year, according to a 
statement by that district’s 
superintendent’s office. 

Because of a cash flow at the 
beginning of a new fiscal year, many 
school districts need to borrow 
money until the local taxes are 
collected and given to the school 
sometime after the first of the year. 
Last year, Huron borrowed 
$1,220,895, the statement said. 

In other action, Ann Adams, 
counselor at the high school, 
resigned to take a position with 
another school district. The Board 
accepted her resignation with 
regrets. 

This September will be the first 
time the school district will have 
continuity in their reading program 
from grades kindergarten through 
the fifth grade. The Board approved 
the purchase of the Houghton Mifflin 
Reading Series at a cost of 
$10,504.01. 

The Fall 1980 coaching staff has 
been completed with the approval of 
Paul Teague as Head Giris Cross 
Country Coach. Doris La Beau was 
also approved as the Fall 
Cheerleading Coach. 

In other action, the Board voted to 
again join the MASB for the school 
year 1980-81, and to change the 
liability policy for board members to 
the MASB sponsored insurance 
company. 

The Board also voted to rescind 
the motion of June 16 that the school 
district put all monies received from 
the leasing of the school owned 
acreage on Sibley Road into the Carl 
T. Renton Scholarship Fund for the 
length of the lease. An opinion from 
the school attorney advised the 
board that it was illegal to use 
money from the general fund for 
scholarship 

Due to the severe storm Wed- 
nesday, the power at the Wayne 
County Intermediate School District 
was knocked out and the bills for 
payment were not printed. Bill’s 
payable will be approved at the next 
special meeting 

Superintendent Curtis D. Bartz 
informed the board that a second 
meeting with a state mediator has 
been scheduled on Wednesday. 
August 20th The district has met 
twenty-four times with the teacher's 
bargaining group since July, 1979. 
The teachers have been working 
under an extended contract. 


Group gets whiff of compost plant 


Detro trip results: Mixed feelings

A group of Romulus citizens, 
councilmen and members of the 
planning commission got a whiff at 
what to expect if a proposed $13.7 
million fertilizer plant is built in 
Romulus. 

TTie group came away from 
Beltsville, Maryland, site of a 
United States Agricultural and 
Environmental experimental plant 
with mixed emotions. The plan in 
Beltsville manufactures compost 
from sewage sludge. 

Detro Recovery products, Inc., 
who financed the trip to Maryland, 
has indicated it would like to build a 
plant in Romulus if it can get the 
necessary approvals from local, 
county, state and federal 
authorities. 

‘The plant will be privately 
financed,” said Ken Pierceall, 
president of Detro Recovery. “All of 
this is based on contracts with the 


Detroit Water Board, which serves 
Romulus and some 72 other com- 
munities. 

“I feel our plans to build here will 
benefit all of those concerned,” 
Pierceall sa»d. 

Detro representatives appeared 
before Council recently to present its 
plan to build a recovery treatment 
plant on a 128 acres site west of the C 
& D Railroad and south of Ecorse 
Road. A part of the land is presently 
occupied by Mendrek’s Commercial 
Dump 

Two councilmen — Jimmie 
Raspberry and Ray Cantrell — 
voiced their objections to the Detro 
project and, although invited to 
make the Beltsville trip, refused to 
go, according to Detro officials. 

“We wanted the citizens to make 
this trip so that they would know 
what to expect,” said Eleanor 
Cattron, Detro’s attorney. “We don’t 
believe in hiding anything from the 
residents or city officials 

In Beltsville, the local group 


listened to a lecture by George B. 
Wilson, agricultural engineer, 
sludge composting research for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 

Wilson pointed out that “one of the 
most urgent problems confronting 
many municipalities today is that of 
disposing of their sewage sludges in 
a manner that is environmentally 
acceptable, economically feasible, 
and not hazardous to human 
health.’’ 

In a scientific paper that he had 
co-authored, Wilson stated, “that ... 
the Beltsville Aerated Pile Method 
for composting sewage sludges 
which largely overcomes the 
problems associated with land 
application of sludges ... transforms 
either raw or digested sludge into 
compost in about three weeks. 

“The Beltsville method in- 
corporates the use of undigested 
sludge mixed with woodchips as a 
bulking material,” he said 

Pierceall and his group hopes to 
duplicate the process in Romulus 


The report also stated “that odors 
can be a major problem in land 
application of sludges.” Avoidance 
of odors requires immediate in- 
corporation of sludge into the soil 
Sites for sludge spreading must be 
selected with respect to population 
density, air drainage, and the 
prevailing wind direction ” 

The group was bussed to the plant 
site where they viewed the sludge-to- 
fertilizer process. 

Councilman Ed Rush asked 
Wilson if residents complained 
about the site or if rodents were 
attracted to the material. Wilson 
replied: “We do not get any com- 
plaints from residents and, for some 
reason, with the exceptions of 
maybe the racoon, rodents are not 
attracted to the sludge They (the 
rodents) don’t consider it a food 
source ” 

Eld Swearingen, a bus driver, who 
lives in the fertilizer plant’s im- 
mediate vicinity, said “that he 
didn’t even know the plant existed I 


drive back anf forth here every day, 
and I didn't know about this place." 
(The plant site is hidden from the 
main throughfares by shubbery and 
trees. ) 

However, many of the people who 
took the trip had mixed reviews 
about the plant, namely, the odor it 
generated. 

Joan Marvicsin, school board 
treasurer, said that “because we 
allow the operation to exist in our 
city, there should be a thorough 
examination of all facets. I per- 
sonally have concerns £bout the 
processing of sludge, namely, the 
odor 

“The proposed site in Romulus is 
close to the schools and, again, I 
would have great concerns about 
approving this venture of theirs." 

Gary Bingamen, president of the 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce, 
said he had no problem with the 
over-all picture.

Pearl M. Morris home to be named historical site 


A Romulus house will be 
officially recognized as a 
Michigan Historic Site on 
Sunday afternoon, August 10. 
1980, at a 2:00 P.M. 
ceremony, when a historic 
marker will be unveiled on 
the lawn at the home of Pearl 
M. Morris, 13880 Huron 
River Drive South, Romulus. 

Cooperating with the 
Michigan Historical Com- 
mission in sponsoring the 
marker ceremonies will be 
the City of Romulus and the 


Romulus Historical Society 
The public is invited to at- 
tend the activities, beginning 
at 1:00 P.M. 

The Merrill-Morris House 
is of Greek Revival ar- 
chitecture. Large walnut 
beams hewn with an adz, 
support the w r ood structure. 
Small frieze windows with 
wooden grilles decorate eht 
facade. 

The original structure 
(excluding additions) is 
symmetrical, a definite 


characteristic of Greek 
Revival houses. This type of 
architecture was popular in 
the early eighteen hundreds. 

In July of 1833, David 
Warner, a resident of New 
York state, purchased from 
the United States govern- 
ment the parcel of land on 
which the Merrill-Morris 
House was later built. 
Ownership of the land passed 
through several owners until 
May 27. 1845 when it was sold 
to Harvey W. Merrill of New 


York state. 

Merrill appears on the 
census records as residing in 
Romulus at that time and, 
with this fact in mind, it 
appears that Harvey W. 
Merrill had the Merrill- 
Morris house built in about 
1846 Extensive research has 
been done in the old township 
assissment rolls to establish 
the prosence of a structure 
on the property at that time. 

In the 1876 illustrated 
Historical Atlas of the 


County of Wayne Michigan, 
an artist’s drawing of this 
house appears on page 37. It 
is listed as the residence of 
H.W. Merrill. The atlas also 
describes Mr. Merrill as a 
farmer who came to the 
county in 1845. 

In the year 1888, a George H. 
Mason is shown to have 
pruchased the property. The 
next owner was a Thomas 
Kingston, who paid taxes on 
the property until 1906. On 
June 24, 1907 Porter and 


Elizabeth Grow purchased 
the house and property. 
Their daughter, Shirley 
Amanda Grow, and Lewis 
Richard Tandy were 
married in the f ront parlor of 
the Merrill-Morris House on 
October 28, 1908. Other 
earlier weddings may have 
been performed in t house, 
but this is the first known. 

Annie Morris purchased 
this house and property on 
October 7, 1912. Soon after it 
was sold to Ray V. Morris, 


eldest son of Hiram and 
Annie Morris. He was to 
farm this property, and 
another 40 acres he pur- 
chased, for 30 years until his 
untimely death in 1942, as a 
result of injuries suffered in 
a fall from a load of hay. 

In the year 1913, Ray V. 
Morris had the summer 
kitchen removed and two 
cement porches, featuring 
round pillars, added to the

(Continued from Page A-l) 
present is the water drain off,” 
Bingamen said.” The way I un- 
derstand it the water will directly 
flow back into the sewage system so 
we won’t have any problem we see 
here. 

“The only major problem I see 
here is the odor. And they say that 
the facility they will be building in 
Romulus will be bigger.” 

Hyle Carmichael, city industrial 
coordinator, said he found nothing 
wrong with the operation. “As far as 
they (Detro) comply with all of the 
governmental regulations, it’s all 


right with me. A lot of our sewage is 
going to Detroit, so we’re helping to 
create the problem. Every com- 
munity will sooner or later have to 
be faced with this problem. I feel we 
should attack it how.” 

Councilman Fred Junior Block 
didn’t feel that the odor was of- 
fensive. 

“I grew up on a farm, and there’s 
nothing wrong. I think this project 
will benefit the city financially and it 
will put people to work as well as 
provide fertilizer. I can’t see 
anything wrong with it.” 


Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks 
disagreed. 

“The site here in Maryland is an 
isolated one,” Mrs. Banks said, 
“however, in Romulus we have a 
residential area. Also, the Maryland 
site is suitable in size in operation 
and is much smaller to that one 
proposed in Romulus. I definitely 
have some reservations about all of 
this. 

“I am also worried about the 
future and environmental impact 
that it may create,” she continued. 
“It’s still experimental. Are we 


creating another Love Canal 
situation?” 

Shirley Lombardi, a school board 
member, felt “it could be the best or 
the worst thing for Romulus.” 

“I’m not opposed to it, but I’m also 
very glad I’m not the person who has 
to make the final decision,” Mrs. 
Lombardi said. I feel we have an 
obligation to future generations to 
investigate every facet of this thing 
— the impact on the environment. 

“This company has no existing 
plant — it is a new venture for them. 
I feel we are too naive about the 
treatment of sludge, therefore, I’m 


going to recommend we move very 
carefully on this.” 

Rush said that he hadn’t seen 
Detro’s site plan, “therefore, I want 
to wait until the Planning Com- 
mission comes up with their 
recommendations. I made this trip 
in order to gather all the information 
I could so that when we had public 


hearings on this I would have some 
answers. 

“Also, 1 am not going to prejudge 
this project before going through the 
entire process — Planning Com- 
mission — Council — and public 
hearings. Right now it’s just too 
premature and let’s wait until we get 
some EIS (Environmental Impact 
Studies), Rush said.

Area communities show population increase 


Preliminary evaluation of unof- 
ficial 1980 census statistics indicate 
distinct population shifts and 
significant changes in housing 
growth in Wayne County, according 
to a report from the County Planning 
Commission. 

Samuel A. Turner, Chairman of 
the County Board of Commissioners, 
stressed that the projections are 


based on the earliest returns to the 
U.S. Census Bureau and are subject 
to revision and verification after 
final federal figures are released. 
He said that even tentative data is 
not yet available for Detroit, 
Highland Park and Hamtramck. 

While the County’s population 
apparently is decreasing, the 
number of families appears to be

increasing, Turner said of the 
report. He quoted from County 
Planning Director, Maurice W 
Roach: 

“It would seem,” said Roach, 
“that there are fewer family 
members in each house, but more 
families. If these preliminary 
figures hold up, it indicates that 
Wayne County families aren’t 
evaporating, but instead are 
spreading out into homes of their 
own.” 

The preliminary census count, 
excluding Detroit, Highland Park 
and Hamtramck, show a 2.54 per 
cent population decline for the 
County, from 1,094,078 to 1,066,269 


but an increase in housing units — 
up 20.2 percent from 316,736 in 1970 
to the present 380,585. 

Exceptional population growth 
since 1970 is reported for the com- 
munities of Huron Township with a 
51 percent increase; Plymouth 
Township, a 55.9 percent increase; 
Sumpter Township, 67.3 percent; 
Brownstown Township. 202-9 per- 
cent; and Canton Township, 403.4 
percent. These communities also 
experienced substantial growth in 
number of housing units, according 
to the early data. Ecorse, River 
Rouge and Wyandotte are the only 
communities showing both a

River Rouge, down 20.5 percent in 
population, 4.6 percent in housing; 
and Wyandotte, down 18 percent in 
population and .4 percent in housing. 

All other communities, even those 
with population declines up to 19 
percent, showed gains in housing in 
the report. Examples are Allen 
Park, Lincoln Park and Redford 

“Our staff review of this data 
show that in general the outer ring of 
Wayne County is continuing to gain 
in population, while the more central 
communities adjacent to the City of 
Detroit are declinging,” said Tur- 
ner. 

Roach said the report shows a 
pattern similar to that of both, 
Oakland and Macomb counties. He 
said that his staff will keep 
monitoring census data as it 
becomes available.

Milliken 


asks area 
be declared 
as disaster 


Gov. William G. Milliken, citing a long and costly 
cleanup process in the wake of a series of July 
thunderstorms, asked President Carter to declare 
that a state of emergency exists in parts of 
Michigan. 

The specific disaster-affected area includes the 
counties of Van Buren, Washtenaw and Wayne, 
Milliken said in a letter to the President routeed 
through Regional Director James H. Wahner of the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). 

The time-consiming efforts at power restoration 
and the cost of cleanup are factors in the emergency 
request, Milliken said. 

“Power outages still prevail today in somee areas 
and trees and limbs continue to be a threat to the 
health and safety of the public,” he wrote. “Brush 
piles and fallen trees present a serious fire hazard 
and broken limbs still up in trees present a con- 
tinual public safety threat.” 

Local ability to shoulder the expenses involved is 
seriously strained, Milliken said, noting local 
governments have expended considerable overtime 
for work crews and 
contracted with private

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The flash and you 


By Donald Green 
USING YOUR FLASH 

As a rule, most people use their 
falsh incorrectly, falling victim to 
what’s known as “the accesory shoe 
syndrom.” The problem with using 
your falsh on the camera ( the direct 
flash method) is that it gives harsh, 
uninteresting lighting with deep and 
harsh edge shadows thrown on 
nearby objects. This is not to say 
there is no place for on camera flash 
when there is a reason for it. 

Let’s loot at some of the 
possibilities for lighting your pic- 
tures. 

DIRECT FLASH 

If you must mount your flash on 


the hot shoe or use a mounting 
bracket on your camera you can 
eliminate the deep edge shadows 
commonly seen on direct flash 
pictures. Just make sure your 
subject is at least 8 or 9 feet f rom the 
background. 

ZONE FLASH 

An alternate method to direct 
flach is to standardize on three or 
four shooting distances. If you ac- 
cept the premise that the majority of 
flash situations will fit the com- 
position resulting from working at 
predetermined distances, you can 
preset both focus and aperture. 
Good working distances with a 
normal lens ( in the case of 35mm

camera we are talking about a 
50mm lens) seems to be 5, 10 or 15 
feet. Sharp pictures are achieved by 
placing the subject at one of those 
three distances from the camera, or 
if you will, placing the camera at one 
of those three distances from the 
subject. 

OFF CAMERA FLASH 
By removing your flash unit from 
the hot shoe you can achieve a more 
natural lighting effect. You may 
need an accessory flash or sync cord 
to connect the camera to the flash 
unit If you cannot position your 
subject several feet in front of the 
background, or if the background is 
to be part of the picture, all you need 
to do is remove the flash unit from 


the camera and hold it up and to one 
side of the subject (keep the flash 
pointed at the subject) and make the 
exposure. By doing this the shadows 
from the flash will be directed down 
and away from the subject 


By varying the position of the flash 
unit you will achieve different ef- 
fects, so do some experimenting. 

Next week we will take a look at 
bounce flashing and how to do close 
up and outdoor flash work. 


Pet care and grooming 


Mediam and long haired dogs and cats need to have their hair 
combed. This should be done on a regular basis. Most pets do 
fine with a once-a-week combing. Take small amounts of hair, 
insert the comb to the skin, and pull up. Start at the front or back 
of the animal and comb in strips around the body, then comb the 
legs, head, ears, and tail. When combing is completed, a brush 
may be used to finish the hair coat. 

Do not cut mats with scissors unless you can clearly see the 
skin. Many times an animal’s skin is cut while removing a mat 
with scissors, even by an experienced person, when the skin 
cannot be seen. 

Most mats can be pulled apart with the fingers and then 
combed. It is much easier to prevent mats than to remove them 
once they are presnet. Dogs that shed have to have their un- 
dercoat combed out to avoid matting. If a dog has many mats, I 
suggest the help of a professional groomer. 

Dogs and cats can have their nails trimmed at home. If the 
nails are white, it is easier to cut them. The p9nk color which is 
seen in the nail is the blood bed and should not be cut. With black 
nails, you must estimate the proper length of the nail and cut 
back to that point a little at a time. Don't panic if the nail begins 


to bleed. 

Apply a steptic pencil or use a powder applied to the mail, or 
place a tight bandage on the entire paw for a few hours and 
replace it with a light bandage for two to three days. Try to cut 
the nails at a normal wearing angle. Trimming the nails can be 
done every sixHo eight weeks. 

The outside of an ear can be cleaned with a kleenex or Q-tip. 
Gean only what you can see. Don’t probe the canal. The ear 
canal in dogs and cats is like an “L" on its side. As long as you go 
straight down you cannot damage the ear canal. The ear can be 
filled like a cup using mineral oil, rubbing alcohol, peroxide, or 
equal parts of white vinegar and water. Massage gently on the 
outside of the ear. 

The wax in the ear will float to the surface and is easily wiped 
away with a tissue. Wipe out the excess fluid, allow your pet to 
shake its head, then wipe the ear again. The ears can be cleaned 
once a month on a regular basis or as you notice excess wax 
building. 

If you have problems grooming your dog or cat, see a 
professional groomer or ask your veterinarian for advise.

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W-W respite center: Hotel for handicapped 


The proprietor of the newly- 
opened Respite Center tucked in a 
comer of the school district land on 
Marquette, calls his establishment a 
“hotel for the handicapped.” 

For those area residents who have 
been scratching their heads trying to 
figure out what the large house is, 
and exactly what “respite center” 
means, he’s precisely right. 

Respite is defined in the dictionary 
as “an interval of rest or relief.” 
And a respite center is a place where 
developmentally disabled persons 
who normally live at home can 
spend a week or two, giving both 
them and their families a vacation 
from one another. 

Offering that chance for rest is one 
way of supporting the family that is 
keeping their mentally and or 
physically handicapped loved one at 
home. Often, caring for the disabled 
child or adult is a responsibility that 
just doesn’t let up, doesn’t give the 
parents the time they need to spend 
with other children in the family, or 
go away on vacations, or be alone. 

“There are cases of people who 
have never let the child out of their 
sight for 5 or 10 years,” explained 
School Supt. Timothy Dyer. “By 
offering this relief, we’re supporting 
the concept of having the han- 
dicapped person stay in the family. 
It’s hard enough to raise a family in 
thel980s, and we feel the schools 
have a responsibility to help families 
adjust (to their home situations), to 
deliver social services, too. 

“Education is simply not 
packaged in neat little pieces any 
more, especially education for the 
handicapped.” 


The center is operated by the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools, the only district to operate 
such a facility. It is a reflection of 
Dyer’s view that the schools have to 
be concerned about lifelong learning 
and family services, for one reason 
because the ability of a child to learn 
depends so much on what is hap- 
pening at home. Also, Dyer said, the 
school district has lots of resources 
— social workers, transportation 
services, to name a few. So why 
permit more duplication of govern- 
ment social services? 

The center is operated totally with 
funds from Wayne County Com- 
munity Mental Health. 

Proprietors of the hotel for the 
handicapped are Jack and Lin 
McNair, who live in a small apart- 
ment in the large house with their 
three young children, Josh, Jacob 
and Luke, all normal younsters. 

The McNairs have spent six years 
as live-in houseparents for group 
homes, so their children find it 
natural to live among develop- 
mentally disabled people, "they 
don’t know any different lifestyle,” 
explained McNair. He has had ex- 
perience not only in the group 
homes, but also at the Plymouth 
Center for Human Development, 
Northville Residential Training 
Center and Macomb Oakland 
Regional Center. 

Other staff is on duty in three 
shifts, to provide day and night care, 
on a ratio of care worker to guest 
that is 3 to 1, or sometimes at peak 
times 1 to 1. In addition, are support 
staff that include a full-time cook,' 
custodians, and the professional 


staff of the school district. The • 
Northwest Guidance Clinic in 
Garden City takes care of intake 
work in lining up the guests and 
scheduling them. 

The building is part of the huge 
educational service center complex 
being built on Marquette west of 
John Glenn High School. It is the 
only part completed. Tucked into a 
corner of the large site, the building 
actually looks like a very large 
house, specifically designed and 
furnished in a way to de- 
institutionalize the setting. It was 
built with funds from a federal Local 
Public Works grant. 

There’s room in the house for 16 
people, eight children (up to 18 years 
old) and eight adults (18 and older), 
each on a separate side of the house 
and maintained separately ac- 
cording to state guidelines. 

The children’s side has been open 
since early April, the first guests 
arriving on Easter weekend, Mc- 
Nair said. The adult side is yet to 
open, but should be taking guests 
quite soon. 

Guests who come to stay can be 
either physically or mentally 
disabled, or both. Some are mentally 
retarded, others have epilepsy or 
cerebral palsy and have no mental 
disability, others may be autistic or 


emotionally impaired. Although 
preference is given to local people, 
the center is open to anyone in 
Wayne County 

Designed primarily as a respite 
for parents who provide constant 
care for their loved one, McNair said 
he has found that the visit to the 
center frequently turns into a 
“vacation” for the handicapped 
person as well. 

The house is flexible and friendly, 
the guests go to their regular 
schools, if they attend school, and 
the staff tries to make everyone feel 
at home. The visitors have their 
names pasted on the doors of their 
rooms in brightly sculptured letters 
cut from construction paper, and 
original art work made by the guests 
themselves or posters decorate the 
walls. 

As a general rule, no individual 
i can stay more than a total of 30 days 
a year, although each person is 
individually assessed because each 
one’s circumstances are unique. 

Parents are charged a fee for time 
their child spends at the center, but 
only on a sliding scale according to 
what they can afford And no one, 
McNair emphasized, is denied use of 
the center because of inability to 
dqv. 

The respite center is named after 


Rose Kennedy, in recognition of her 
work for handicapped individuals, 
particularly through the Special 
Olympics Foundation. School of- 


ficials expect to have an official 
dedication of the center in the fall or 
winter, and are hopeful that Mrs. 
Kennedy will attend. 
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Seniors are offered 
free health tests 




Romulus senior citizens are being 
offered free health tests at the 
Senior Center, 36515 Bibbins 
beginning on Monday August 4 from 
8:45 a.m. until 2 p.m. 

The examinations, which include

The program is sponsored by the 
Wayne County Area Agency on 
Aging and is open to any Romulus 
citizen 60 years of age or older.

(Continued from Page A-2) 
house. A large red (wood) 
bam was built on a knoll 
northwest ofthe house in 
1912. 

Old-timers still recall how 
rxi*ghbors came from miles 
around to celebrate its 
completion with a big barn 
dance and plenty of good 
food. Of Dutch style, the 
ha ement barn was 40 feet 
high, with nary a cross beam 
to support its high-hipped 
rcof It was destroyed bv fire 
in 1969 

Ray V. Morris married 
Flora Lucy Hasselbach, 
daughter of Baldwin and 
Eliza Hasselbach of New 
Boston, on June 8, 1914 in 
Whittaker, Michigan, 
Washtenaw County, andthe 
couple took up housekeeping 
in the Merrill-Morris House. 
Five children were bom in 
the house to Ray and Flora. 
They are in order of their 
birth: Carl W., Pearl M. t 
Helen E., Charles R., and 
Marion I.. The last two are 
deceased. 

Ray did general farming J 
tended large apple orchards, 
and raised strawberries, 
raspberries, sweet corn, 
melons, and squash. He 
always kept a sharp-looking 
span of mules for plowing 
cultivating, and preferred 
them to horses. In the spring 
he tapped the trees in his 
maple grove, and gathering 
the sap fro making maple 
syrup was a family 
operation. Sap was boiled 
out-of-doors, 40 quarts of sap 
to make one quart of maple 
syrup Flora completed the 
process indoors, and- 
thenweighed and sealed each 
quart of maple syrup in 
Mason jars. Customers

came many miles to buy the 
maple syrup, homemade 
cottage cheese and butter, 
and to drink fresh but- 
termilk, at the house and 
garage. 

Inl931 a roadside fruit 
stand was built, and the 
family sold fruit, vegetables, 
maple syrup, and dairy 
products from the Morris 
Farm. In the heyday of the 
20’s and 30’s sometimes upto 
100 cars from Detroit and the 
suburbs would fill the yard 
and line the roadside on 
weekends. 

The second wedding to 
take place in the historic 
house was on March 29, 1941 
when the second daughter, 
HelenE. Morris and 
Frederick W. Hay were 
united in marriage by Rev. 
Spotts before the front parlor 
window’. 


After the untimely death of 
her husband, Flora L. Morris 
maintained and preserved 
the residence with love and 
care fro some 28 years. Her 
children and grandchildren 
found a home and shelter 
there during times of 
trouble. 

The walls of the historic 
house echoed with wails of 
crying infants, laughing 
children, and visiting 
relatives and friends. It was 
a home to all who came to 
stay, even for a short while. 

The children (and later the 
grandchildren) rode the 
fields and woods, orfollowed 
the freshly-plowed furrows 
on their ponies and riding 
horses. "Grandma Morris" 
as she was fondly known to 
all, was a true grandmother. 

She shared her house, her 


land, her food, and her love. 
Many others wished that she 
could have been their 
grandma, too. 

Upon the passing of Flora 
L. Morris on November 16, 
1970, the house and two acres 
passed toher eldest daughter 
and present owner. Pearl M. 
Morris, who has lived there 
throughout her lifetime, she 
taught piano lessons in the 
house for some 35 years andf 
reported for the local 
newspaper for about the 
same period of time. Piano 
recitals were held in the 
house each Christmas time, 
with students numbering in 
the thirties. 

Today Pearl M. Morris 
operates '‘Pearl’s Candy 
Store", with neighborhood 
children being her chief 
clientele. The store was built 


in 1931 and was first used as 
a fruit and vegetable stand. 
It is now nearing its 50th 
year as a Romulus business 
operated by one family. 

In May, 1978 the Merrill- 
Morris House was selected 
by the City of Romulus as a 
local historic site. At the 
same time the Michigan 
Historical Commission listed 
the house in the State 
Register of Historic Sites. 

This indicates that the 
Historical Commission has 
judged the site to be either 
historically significant or 
architecturally significant. 
Such registration also 
enables the purchase and 
display of an official marker, 
approved by the Michigan 
Historical Commission.

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Shipwatching: Natural pastime in Water Wonderland 


(Editor's Note: This is the nth in a series 
of IS summer features designed to en- 
courage inexepnsive, fuel-saving ac- 
tivities in Michigan. The releasa and 
artwork can be run together or In- 
dependently.) 

Michigan, steeped in maritime 
tradition, is a shop watcher’s mecca 
with thousands of huge freighters 
and oceangoing ships plying the 
state’s busy waterways each year, 
reports Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

Ship-watching vantage points are 
varied as the cargo aboard the 
vessels. They include restrurants, 
state parks, scenic bluffs 
overlooking Lake Michigan, an 
island, an international bridge and a 
21-story observation tower. 

It’s little wonder why the Detroit 
River claims title to the world’s 
busiest waterway, with more than 25 
miQion tons of freight passing an- 
nually. Detroit’s Belle Isle provides 
excellent views of huge Great Lakes 
frieghters and foreign ships. 

The 29-mile stretch along M-29 
from Algonac to south of Port Huron 
offers some of the best ship watching 
in Michigan. Algonac’s state and 
city parks front on the St. Clair 
River which connects the upper and 
lower Great Lakes. 

Algonac State Park, two miles 
north of Algonac, is extremely close 
to the passing vessels since the river 
is only one-half mile wide at the 
point 

Many restaurants in the St. Clair 
area offer a pleasant river view. 
Two popular eateries — the 
Voyageur and St. Clair Inn — are 
connected by the world’s longest 
fresh water boardwalk spanning 
seven blocks. North of town is Chuck 
Muer’s River Crab, another fine 


waterfront restaurant. 

TTie Blue Water Bridge connecting 
Port Huron and Sarnia, Ont., is open 
to pedestrians and provides a good 
spot for ship watching. Also offering 
a panoramic view are the North 
Scenic Turnout at the foot of the 
bridge; Pine Grove Park, on M-25 
three blocks north of the business 
district, and the Fogcutter 
restaurant atop the Peoples Bank 
Building. 

Grain is a main export from Bay 
City to Canadian ports via the 
Saginaw River, and Wenonah Park 
and Bay City State Park are good 
vantage points. 

The mineral-rich northeast sec- 
tion of the Lower Peninsula lays 
claim to two “world’s largest’’ titles. 
The Cement Division of National 
Gypsum Co. (formerly the Huron 
Portland Cement Co.) of Alpena is 
the world’s largest cement plant 
while 35 miles north is Rogers City 
and the world’s largest limestone 
quarry. 

National Gypsum operates its own 
fleet of freighters and visitors can 
see them from Alpena’s small boat 
harbor. 

One-hour plant tours are con- 
ducted every Friday at 1 p.m. In- 
terested persons should call ahead 
(517-354-4171). 

At Rogers City’s Calcite quarry 
and harbor, operated by United 
States Steel, tourists can see 
limestone mined from Quarry View 
(off B.R. U.S. 23) and loaded onto a 
vessel from Harbor View, or tour the 
pilothouse of the retired steamer 
Calcite. 

Mackinaw City and St. Ignace 
both provide excellent views of ships 
passing through the Straits of 
Mackinac. Mackinaw City boasts six 


municipal waterfront parks while 
St. Ignace has Straits State Park 
just northeast of the Mackinac 
Bridge. 

Another fine ship-watching spot is 
the waterfront in De Tour Village, 
east of St. Ignace. Many ships take 
on limestone across from the village 
in Port Drummond at the western 
tip of Drummond Island. Other ships 
pass through De Tour Passage on 
their way to or from the Soo Locks. 

The famous locks at Sault Ste. 
Marie route big freighters around 
the 22-foot fall of the St. Mary’s 
River which connects Lakes Huron 
and Superior. Even though two of 
the four locks are closed this sum- 
mer due to reduced traffic, they are 
still the world's busiest. 

There is a viewing stand close to 
the two open locks, and several 
blocks away there’s the 21-story 
Tower of History. The 45-second ride 
to the top is $1.50 for adults, 75 cents 
for youths. 

Other U.P. ship-watching spots 
include Marquette’s Presque Isle 
Park and Sand Point near 


Escanaba. 

Major shipping points along the 
Lake Michigan shoreline include 
Traverse City, Muskegon, Holland, 
Grand Haven and St Joseph. 

Elmwood Park in Traverse City is 
near the loading docks, but for more 
aesthetic surroundings, try Peterson 
Township Park, three miles west of 
Northport, or Pt Betsie near Frank- 
fort. 

Prime locations in Muskegon 
include Pere Marquette Park or 
Muskegon State Park. In Holland, 
there’s Kollens Park near Lake 
Macatawa; at Grand Haven, it’s 
Grand Haven State Park and in St. 
Joseph, there's Margaret Upton 
Memorial Park on the St. Joseph 
River. 

Although in financial trouble, 
Lake Michigan's “Love Boats’’ still 
run from Ludington and Frnakfort- 
Elberta to three Wisconsin ports. 
The car ferries, which depart 
Frankfort-Elberta twice and 
Ludington thrice daily, are sub- 
sidized by the State of Michigan. 

While freight is their main 


business, the ferries still transport 
passengers with or without 
automobiles Staterooms, a cocktail 
lounge and a dining room are 
available 


Persons can watch the auto- ||

(Aldington or from the Elberta side , 
of Detsie Lake near Frankfort.

Reorganization of Wayne County government is 
of utmost importance to suburban communities 
since they are highly dependent upon the county for 
government services, downriver business and 
community leaders were told Monday. 

The comments came at a discussion meeting on 
Proposal A on the August 5th ballot, calling for a 
charter commission to undertake the reform of 
Wayne County government. The discussion was 
held at the Presidential Inn. Southgate, by the 
Southern Wayne County Chamber of Commerce, 
and was attended by business and community 
leaders from Belleville, Romulus and southern 
Wayne County. * 

On the panel were Frank T. jgttge, Jr., Director 
of Civic Affairs, Ford Motor ^Htipany; John L. 
Hand, Chief Counsel, J. L. HHson; and Mary 
Panek, President, Downriver League of Women 
Voters. 

All three urged approval of Proposal A and the 
drafting of a county charter. If Proposal A is ap- 
proved, Wayne County voters next year would 
decide between two proposed versions of a charter 
or could reject a charter altogether. 

Judge noted that co-chairpersons of the Citizens 
to Reform Wayne County, supporting Proposal A, 
include a broad cross-section of Wayne County 
leaders. 

“Business leaders such as Joseph L. Hudson, Jr., 
are working for county reform along with such 
labor leaders as Bard Young, Regional Director of 
the U.A.W.,” Judge said. “And there is bipartisan 
support from key suburban legislators including 
Senate Democratic Leader William Faust, State 
Senator Robert Geake of Northville, and House 


Republican Leader William Bryant 

They are well aware that the responsibilities 
assigned to county government in the suburbs can 
be better handled with a restructured and more ef- 
ficient government authority with responsible and 
identifiable leadership.” 

County reorganization will result in more efficient 
use of tax dollars for county services, according to 
Hand. 

“At present there is no long-range financial 
planning or forecasting,” he said. “One of the first 
goals of the charter commission will be to coor- 
dinate all financial functions which are now un- 
necessarily fragmented, begin strategic fiscal 
planning, and consider implementation of improved 
management techniques.” he said. 

“The charter commission will also be able to 
streamline other operations which are of particular 
importance to suburban Wayne communities, such 
as law enforcement and drains.” 

Ms. Panek called attention to the primary elec- 
tion on August 5th for candidates to be chosen from 
each county district to serve on the charter com- 
mission. If Proposal A is approved, the general 
election for candidates would be in November. 

“The Charter commissioners will undertake an 
historic and critical assignment, so it is important 
that voters study the candidates and choose 
carefully. To be effective, they must write a 
workable, concensus charter that will be accepted 
by a majority of all county voters,” she said. 
“Otherwise, this great opportunity to make county 
government more efficient and responsive could be 
lost for years to come.”

6. The amount of prior 
depreciation, if any. 

7. The fair market value of the 
property immediately before and 
after the casualty, preferably as 
ascertained by empetent appraisal

The thunderstorm thar struck af9 A.M. 
Wednesday. July 16 was the worst in the 
area's history. Over 500 utility poles were 
snapped like toothpicks by hurricane 
force winds. 

8,000 spans of Detroit Edison wire were 
ripped apart and 700 miles of overhead 
lines downed. Facilities which took years 
to build were destroyed in a few minutes. 
Much of the damage was caused by trees 
falling on lines and poles. 

Immediately after the skies cleared, 
experienced damage evaluators began to 
assess the degree of destruction.

Nearly 35 substations and 200 dis-.

In all, more than 300,000 customers 
were left without power. 

By noon, repair crews were transferred 
to the southern portion of Detroit Ed 
electrical system where the damage was 
heaviest. On Thursday, every available 
company, contract and tree trim 


from out-of-state utilities, including 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating, Toledo 
Edison Ohio Edison and Commonwealth 
Edison of Chicago were working along- 
side Detroit Edison creyvs, , . ( ( 

Restoration efforts went on around the 
clock In 90 degree heat more than 2000 
field workers labored on 16-hour shifts 
to restore power to customers in a repair 
program that continued until all power 
was restored. Repair work carried on even 
through the following Sunday’s heavy 
thunderstorm which deprived 15.000 
additional customers of electricity. 

First priority in power restoration is 
given to emergency facilities such as 
hospitals or buildings housing medical 
equipment. Next, police and fire stations, 
water and sewage pumping stations, as 
well as high voltage transmission and 
subtransmission lines feeding individual 
substations are restored. In all cases, those 
icpftT* which restore power to thd 
greatest numbei of customers and take 
the least time are given priority. 

At this report. Detroit Edison believes 
it ha s restored power to all customers left 
ison s without electricity by the rc t cent storm. 

It was hard work, skill and dedication 
that made this so. And for this Detroit 
Edison says a special thank you to the 
repair crews and Detroit Edison people 
supporting them.

Beware 

The good old 
pyramid game

(This is one of a series of public service articles 
explaining, in general terms, a provfSion of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish to deter- 
mine t e effect of any law upon their private 
legal affairs should consult with a private at- 
torney.) 

Recently, a large number of 
pyramid and chain letter operations 
have made their appearance in 
Michigan as they have in other parts 
of the country. These operations go 
under names such as Circle of Gold, 
Circle of Platinum and People 
Helping People. 

While they promise great sums of 
money in return for a small in- 
vestment, they will likely cost you 
money and could give you a criminal 
record. 

. Participation in chain letter 
schemes is illegal under the 
Michigan Franchise Investment 
Law'. 

A person who sells such a scheme 
could be convicted of a felony, 
punishable by a fine of up to $10,000 
or seven years in prison — or both. 

Despite that fact, my office has 
received reports tht the promoters 
of these chain letters schemes often 
claim they are not illegal when the 
mail system is not used or only cash 
is accepted. Those assurances ate 
false. 

Regardless of how » • sales are 
made, the chain letter numes are 
still illegal. 

For one type of chain letter 
scheme, an individual buys a list of 
12 names for 550 and dishes out 
another $50 to the person whose 
name appears at the top of that list. 
Then the buyer scratches out the top 
listed name and adds hers or his own 
name to the bottom of the list 

Next, the buyer sells two copies of 
the list to other persons to be 
reimbursed the $100 he or she paid 
for the list in the first place Those 2 
buyers are then supposed tn each 
sell the list to 2 other persoi then 
each of those 4 buyers sell to - other 
persons, and each of those 8 buyers 
sell to 2 other persons, etc. 


Participants in the chain letter 
scheme are encouraged to sell the 
list to friends, neighbors and family. 
Parties are sometimes held by 
promoters to whip up excitement 
and promise rewards to those w'ho 
vigorously push the selling of lists 
bearing their names. 

Eventually each buyer is supposed 
to get to the top of the list and 
receive thousands of dollars. But 
simple arithmetic show's that to be a 
false promise. More than 8,000 
buyers would have to purchase the 
list for each buyer at the bottom to 
reach the top of ail the lists. 

In further calculations reports of a

the Earth! 

Of course it, can be assumed that 
with all of the money changing 
hands, a good number of crooks and 
cheaters will make sure that the 
unsuspecting buyer never reaps a 
profit, therefore confirming the 
illegality of the chain letter 
operation. 

I recognize that many people are 
enticed into participation into these 
chain letter schemes without 
knowing of their illegal and 
fraudulent nature, but there are 
those who are well awar of the law 
and intentionally exploit others for 
their personal profit. 

In determining which individuals 
will be prosecuted, consideration is 
given to factors such as whether the 
person stopped promoting the lists 
after learning of their illegality and 
whether the person voluntarily 
came forward and offered to 
cooperate.

When you get 
the big news 

One of the first letters a veteran receives upon separation 
from the military is an invitation from Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs Max Cleland. 

This correspondence is the first item in a six month in- 
formation campaign to alert new veterans to a myriad of 
Veterans Administration benefits. 

“As soon as the Department of Defense sends word of a 
veteran’s separation,” Cleland said, “he or she becomes the 
target of a direct mail effort designed to insure complete un- 
derstanding of a veteran’s rights.” 

In its first letter, VA encourages the veteran to contact the 
nearest VA regional office — or a representative of a veterans 
service organization — for benefits details and how to apply. 

Fbllow on mailings continue for six months. These tell the 
veterans how to get a GI home loan, condominium and mobile 
home loans, plus information on insurance and educational 
programs. 

Then, at the end of the six month period, the VA sends a round- 
up letter, reviewing and reminding veterans of benefits. 

This is the timetable VA uses to inform new veterans, and 
Qeland hopes it will be the timetable veterans themselves 
follow in making the transition back to civilian life. He feels it is 
an excellent chart for setting and pursuing individual 
educational, vocational-training, and employment goals. 

Here's a checklist for new veterans: 

On arrival at home — register with local state employment 
service office. The longer you remain unemployed before you 
apply for unemployment compensation, the lower the rate. 

Within 90 days — apply to former employer for reem- 
ployment. 

Within one year - apply to VA for dental care based on 
certain dental conditions. 

In 120 days — (up to one year if totally disabled) convert 
Servicemen’s Group Life Insurance to five-year Veterans’ 
Group Life Insurance. By applying within 120 days of separation 
you don’t need a physical examination.

A Little League answer 


For police protection 


County asks city 


to pay 

Still hopeful that Romulus’ 
$1,020,084 overdue bill for police 
protection can be resolved through 
talks scheduled this week, Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners has 
extended the service another two 
months to August 27. 

Commissioners, tired of waiting 
for the money, threatened to cut off 
further police protection July 15, but 
a motion by Commissioner Edgar 
Harris (Taylor) to extend the ter- 
mination period to August 27 won 
approval at last week’s Full Board 
session to give the county and city a 
“last chance” to settle the dispute 
over contract rates. 

The Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department provides 32 deputies to 


its bills 

man four cars, two detectives and 
one youth officer to serve the city on 
a 24-hour, 7 days per week schedule. 

According to Commissioner 
Edward K. Michalski, Chairman of 
the County’s Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee, Romulus 
Mayor William M. Oakley disputes 
the county’s claim on two points: 1. 
Original payments of $136,000 per 
month starting in 1977 should have 
included administration costs and 2. 
That Arbitration Act 312, mandating 
retroactive pay for police and fire 
personnel back to 1977, was not the 
responsibility of Romulus. “The 
difference,” Harris explained, 
“amounts to about $400,000. 

The County’s Board of Auditors 
maintains Romulus owes all of the 
contested amount and wants the 
money “post haste” to help alleviate 
the present fiscal plight of the 
county. “Most of the commissioners 
agree,” Michalski said, “that 
Romulus is disputing the figure 
because it's having financial 
problems of its own.” 

The city and county negotiated 
their original $136,000 per month 
contract in 1977 and increased it 
July, 1979 to$142, 645.00. In talks held 
July 8, Romulus asserted it should 
only be responsible for the ar- 
bitration payments back to January 
1, 1978, but Michalski contends the 
county’s contracts stipulate all 
increases negotiated with the unions 
can be passed on to communities 
receiving police services. 

Romulus has been making timely 
payments of $142,645 since April, the 
Auditors report, but have stead- 
fastly refused to pay any of the 
previous amount due until an 
agreeable settlement can be 
reached. “A meeting this Tuesday 
between Oakley, Samuel Turner, 
Chairman of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners, the 
Auditors and attorneys will 
hopefully solve these differences,” 
Harris said.

EDITOR — In answer to the 
Editorial that was placed in the 
Roman on July 23, heading “minor 
Ball Dispute”, I would like to 
enlighten any father or mother on 
the rules of Little League baseball. 

First, Little League baseball is to 
teach fair play and good sport- 
smanship. 

The minor league is just a training 
program similar to T-ball, where no 
standings will be kept. 

Players who tryout for the Major 
Leagues that show sufficient 
maturity, and skills may be placed 
on a “major” team. 

All others who show less skill will 
be placed on a “minor” or farm 
team for further training. 

The writer stated her son was 
placed on a Minor League team that 
was winning — that part was true — 
but he was placed on a minor league 
team because he was not at tryouts 
for “major league”. 

She stated her boy was finishing 
the season with nothing. The boy 


was drafted by a “Major” League 
team before the dead line and Little 
League Rule VIII states: All minor 
League players of age are subject 
for Draft into the Major League. 
Refusal of a player to comply shall 
result in forfeiture of further 
eligibility for the current season. 

If the Little League was unfair and 
showed no interest in children as the 
writer stated, her son would not 
have been playing baseball at all 
because he never tried out to see 
what his capabilities were. 

His capabilities are far more 
advanced than the other players on 
minor teams, so it’s certainly not 
politics, that he should be allowed to 
play against other children in the 
minor league, “it’s unsafe”.

Vote 'Yes' on 
Proposal 'A' 

County government spends approximately a million dollars a 
day. And, from the financial tally sheet, it appears that com- 
missioners know how to spend your and my taxes very well. Now, 
we didn’t say they spent money wisely — we said they knew how 
to spend it. 

How else can the laborious body explain the nearly $80 million 
deficit it is mired in? Aside from the fact that the county is knee- 
deep in debt, it is also doing so in violation of the state laws — laws 
that they pledged to uphold. 

Because they have proven they can’t manage the county, there 
is strong support to convene a charter commission and write a 
charter for what is the third largest county in the United States. 

Reform definitely is needed, but some would advocate that they 
prefer seeing the county collapse, sink, dissipate before a 
scholarly crew is gathered to start and build anew. They argue 
that the powerful unions will maintain their stranglehold on the 
county with or without reform. They say the UAW — the most 
powerful union in the county — will not disappear with reforms 
and, therefore, it is hopeless to consider it in the present state of 
affairs. 

In our opinion structural reform in the county is a dire 
necessity. Despite the chief opposition, reform can bring about 
such changes as “accountability” by commissioners, elimination 
of duplicative offices and reorganization. 

On Tuesday, voters will have an opportunity to decide for 
themselves if the mechanism of reform should be put into motion. 
They will be confronted with Proposal A — the County Home Rule 

— that will appear on the primary election ballot. 

That proposal reads: Shall the County of Wayne elect a charter 
commission for the purpose of framing and submitting to the 
electorate of the county a home rule charter under the con- 
stitution and laws of Michigan? 

Even though we may be reluctant to say “Yes" because the 
reform would not necessarily mean the end of the political power 
structure in that county, we believe that voters should vote “Yes” 

— the winds of change may clear the air for a stronger county 
government. 


About those 
endorsements 


To endorse or not to endorse — that is the question. Or, more 
appropriately, who to endorse — isn’t that the question most of 
the candidates seeking elective office want to know. 

During the past few weeks, and with more frequency the last 
few days, there has been a constant flow of office-seeking can- 
didates coveting each and every endorsement that can enhance 
their successful campaign. 

TTiey have discussed, debated and argued the issues. We have 
listened. Some are very honest in their bid to earn endorsements

The primary is yours, and the decisions are yours. With our 
thumb nail sketches of the candidates we hope we have provided 
some insight on the candidates. 

In November, we’ll do more than that.

Racing bill overdue

Horse racing reform legislation was passed by the 
House before the Legislature recessed for the 
summer. The bill gives greater authority to the 
state racing commissioner by increasing the 
amount of fines which can be levied by track owners 
and horse owners and to regulate use of stimulants 
and depressants given to horses. 

In recent years, Michigan racetracks have been 
plagued with security problems. Vandalism, 
alleged drugging of horses, accusations of race- 
fixing, horses being released from stalls, alleged 
drug trafficking on the backstretch, and the fatal 
stabbing of a groom last summer are some of the 
indications of a larger problem with track safety. 

Another problem is that track owners and 
operators have made few capital improvements of 
their facilities. Poor facilities and the worsening 
reputation of Michigan tracks have apparently 
contributed to declining attendance and short fields 
at Michigan horse races. 

Michigan must compete with neighboring states 
for quality horses. Currently the state is at a 
competitive disadvantage to Illinois and Ohio in 
matters of track security, track facilities and purse 
size. The lack of good horses results in fewer good 
races — apparently another factor in declining 
attendance at Michigan tracks. 

The reform bill clarifies and expands the powers 
of the racing commissioner and establishes race 
meeting license (licenses issued to racing 
associations specifying dates of races) 
requirements. The commissioner could amend or 


revoke a meeting license and reallocate the can- 
celled racing dates. 

New provisions w r ould seek to increase track 
safety and security by directing the commissioner 
to establish standards for tracks, prohibiting the 
commissioner from issuing occupational licenses to 
persons recently convicted of felonies or 
misdemeanors related to the person’s ability to 
serve the public and requiring applicants for an 
occupational license to consent to personal in- 
spections. 

New regulations on drugs and medications that 
could be administered to race horses would also be 
regulated. Equine stimulants and depressants 
would be prohibited, and other drugs could be used 
only when authorized by the racing commissioner. 
Conspiracy to use or the use of an unauthorized drug 
would be a felony, punishable by a maximum fine of 
$10,000 and-or up to five years in prison. 

The bill would also prohibit any foreign substance 
from being administered to a horse within 24 hours 
prior to a race, and the presence of such a foreign 
substance in a horse’s system would be prima facie 
evidence of trainer negligence. 

Track owners would be required to put some of 
their gross take from betting into capital im- 
provement projects. One and one-half percent of 
racing revenue would be used to create a fund to be 
distributed to Michigan State University’s colleges 
of veterinary medicine and agriculture for equine 
research and extension programs. 

The bill is designed to attract people back to the 
state tracks and increase betting revenues. There 
was some concern in the Legislature that the state 
cannot afford to pay for the bill’s provisions, but 
new racing attractions and changes in tax collec- 
tions will make the bill pay for itself.

Detro Recovery’s trip to Belleville, Maryland 
,, stunk , \ 

And,, ironically, the company’s officials wanted 
the 23 persons who accepted their invitation to take 
the trip to that city to get a whiff of what they plan to 
do. 

What Detro wants is to build a $13.5 million fer- 
tilizer plant in Romulus to dispose of all of that 
sludge which Detroit is — or was — dumping out in 
Canton, Van Buren, Wayne and Sumpter Township. 

Now, before anyone starts knocking Detroit for 
what it has to do, remember you and I — and some 
other 73 communities — contribute to that sludge. 

And now that the courts have ordered Detroit, 
namely, the Detroit Water Board, to clean up its 
act, people are working for solutions to a problem 
that has been with us since the beginning of 
mankind, and probably before. 

Beltsville, thanks to the U.S. Agriculture 
Department, is working on a solution that the people 
at Detroit want to duplicate on a bigger scale in 
Romulus. They plan to build a plant on a 128-acre 
parcel of land in Romulus, located west of the C & 0 
Railroad and south of Ecorse Road. 

Right now on that parcel of land there’s a dump. 

And, like one resident puts it in a Letter to the 
Editor: “Anything is better than the dump we have 
there now.” 

That may be true. 

Also, Detro and its president, Ken Pierceall, 
made sure he knew what Romulus officials such as 
eouncilmen Ed Rush, Fred Block, Mayor Pro Tern 
Mary Ann Banks, Gary Bingamen, president of the 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce were getting into. 
He didn’t conceal anything from him or the 15 
others or myself. 

Pierceall couldn’t even if he tried. The odor was 
there for all of us., 

And it was a nauseating odor. No doubt about it 
Few came away from the site in Beltsville with 
smiles on their faces. They were concerned and 
those concerns obviously will be expressed at 
subsequent hearings. 

But, I am convinced it isn’t the odor that will 
doom or determine the outcome of Council’s 
decision to build or not to permit to be build the 
proposed plant. 

If I were a councilman I would like to know where 
Pierceall and his group are getting their money. 
Who is really financing this plant? 

Rumors have it that the Detroit Water Board will 
float bonds to finance the construction and Detro 
will eventually pay back the money. 

Rumors have it that after the debt is paid off, 
the plant will revert back to the Detroit Water 
Board. That will obviously leave a big hole in the 
city’s budget. Getting taxes from a private en- 
terprise — which Detro is — isn’t the same when 
you’re dealing with a governmental entity which the 
Water Board also happens to be. 

Will Romulus be holding the bag at the end of this 
deal? 

And there is yet another question I would ask if I 
were a Romulus councilman — are Detro officials 
building the plant for fertilizing or are they in the U- 
Haul business? 

The story goes that Detroit has thousands of tons 
of sludge to give away and is willing to pay between 
$35 to $45 per wet ton to have it hauled off into some 
landfill. 

Council should make it clear that it needs to know 
if Detro means Detroit Transportation System or 
Detroit Recovery. 

Ask Patricia Cullin, Van Buren Township 
supervisor, what happened a couple of days ago 
when a truck carrying sludge actually dumped 
some of its cargo prematurely. 

The residents came out fighting — and it wasn’t 
because they got mud in their eyes.

The right answer is a colorful 


medical term, Hyperphagia with 
Bulimia, which means 
overeating due to undisciplined 
appetite. 

It is a sickness And the 
average american has it. 

In fact, it is so widespread 
that some medical authorities 
speak in terms of it being an 
epidemic 


Being overweight is one of the 
prime factors increasing a 
person s risk of heart attack 
Most authorities believe, and 
some studies have proven, that 
sudden death due to heart attack 
and episodes of heart pain, 
associated with exertion, are 
both closely linked to being 
overweight 


One need not be extremely 
overweight, but any appreciable 
accumulation over the average 
for one’s age and height in- 
creases organ and muscle 
strain. (Remember, your heart 
is a major organ composed of 
muscle tissue. ) 

There is no question that 
sensible eating habits can keep 


you at your correct weight and 
help you avoid heart attack, 
diabetes, and many other 
complications that are related to 
obesity.

o According to the Mayor, it appears to me that he obviously agrees with 
Mrs. Neal; that the public notice was sent to only franchise companies. 
However, he goes on at great length to explain that it is up to other respon- 
sible companies to catch the public notice via assorted publications. Were 
the notices mailed only to those companies that would not respond and 
thereby leaving the door open to only Omnicom? 

o May 1, 1980 to May 12, 1980 accounts for eight working days, which the 
Mayor claims in enough time to decide if they want to bid. I suppose it would 
depend on your personal reasons for wanting the bid procedure closed, 
wouldn’t it? Doesn’t it really depend upon how vague and perhaps 
misleading the public notice was to the reader? An undated notice at that! 

o Three weeks time is ample for a company that is truly interested to 
prepare a bid. At the above mentioned City Council Meeting, I heard two 
individuals who represented two separate cable TV companies state that if 
the request for bid had been more definite as to the lease-purchase intent, 
their companies would have bid. (After the two gentlemen left the meeting! 
Council and Mayor contradicted what the two men had said. ) 

o The Mayor’s statement is correct as far as he went. However, why 
weren’t companies who build systems to sell (like R.C.A., Jerrold, 
Magnavox, Secore, Sylvania, of U.S. Cablevision) sent a copy of the public 
notice, mailed to a proper address, for a prompt reply? Is a 15 cents stamp 
too much to pay for an 8 million dollar project (Phase I)? The Mayor does 
not answer the question. 

o Omnicom is correctly referred to as a young company, having never 
built a cable TV system. The Mayor deviates to discussion of Capitol Cities 
Communication who deals with trade publications, radio broadcasting and 
TV programming. They do hope to target cable TV as a new enterprise for 
their corporation during 1980. Why is the Mayor so willing to spend $8 million 
(Phase I of three Phases) without an explicit request for bid and a proper 
number (I would believe at least three) of responses? How does the Mayor 
known Omnicom will do an excellent job since either Omnicom nor Capital 
Cities has built a cable TV system. 

o Shame on Mrs. Neal. She has found a way to possibly save the City 1 or 
2 million dollars. Why doesn’t Mayor urge our Council to honestly look into 
the issue? 

o Security Signals: who really wants them? When we’ve paid the 
managing fee and the lease-purchase payment on basic cable, will there be 
enough money to provide security? Place it on the ballot for a vote of the 
people? After all, whether you remain with us or not Mr. Mayor, Westland 
citizens will be on the hook for payments for at least 10 years. 

o You state, Mr. Mayor, that Mrs. Neal’s recommendation would allow a 
company to build the system, get their profit and, then, leave us to live with 
what they had built. I feel what is happening now is not much different, but 
at greater cost. Also, are you inferring that your City Council would be 
witless enough to enter into any contract which would not have “built in 
guarantees" to protect Westland? Or, are you inferring that the local people 
of Westland wouldn’t have the ability to be trained to operate the cable 
equipment and the security computer? 

o You said cutting costs is a priority but it comes after your respon- 
sibility to protect people’s lives and property. How many lives do you protect 
with 40 channels of programs and movies? How many policemen and 
firemen can you hire for $8 million? I would think cutting costs is your 
responsibility guarantee of a “fail safe" system? 
o Mr. Mayor, you did not comment on who did the research for two years, 
o Would you please advise who was your professional consultant for the 
economic survey, system design, equipment recommendation, and best 
material to use? Who advised the preparation of the request for bid, how to 
write the specifications (RFP) on cable Phase I (of three Phases)? Om- 
nicom is too new a company to have given you this information two years 
ago. 

o Because you have stated that the planning and preparatioon is com- 
pleted, Mr. Mayor, would you please make public your consultant’s report 
and recommendations? Or, does that only mean you have closed the door on 
all of us? Does it mean that you don’t want to hear additional, good and 
perhaps better, information. Are you moving too fast? Are you concerned 
that what you may hear may “dump" the project altogether? 

o Sir, you say it is time to move ahead. However, it appears that you 
haven’t been “too thorough", so far, in your research of companies ant; ill 
that they have to offer. Why are we moving ahead so quickly n 
Unjustified delays, you say, will add nothing except more cost 
o Nevertheless, you do not acknowledge the justified delay of finding out 
if Westland citizen want the system at all, or. for that matter, need a com- 
puter cop. Put it on the ballot for the people to decide. After all, Channel 20 is 
a much cheaper proposition if you want to watch movies; at least until the 
City can afford to make available the home security system 
o Mr. Mayor your letter indicates it is time to move ahead. I ask you 
why? I believe it is time to reconsider, re-evaluate, re-bid with a definitive 
request for bid. and place it on the ballot for a vote from the people

8. The cost of repairs and clean- 
up activities 

9. The amount of any insurance 
or other compensation received or 
expected to be received, including 
the value of repairs, restoration, 
and clean-up provided without cost 
by disaster relief agencies, or 
others. 

Newspaper articles and 
photographs of the damaged 
property can be very helpful in 
substantiating the loss.

That will be what gets you to the food emporium ; what 
keeps you doing re-runs is the quality of the aforemen- 
tioned, the snappy service (for a packed place) and the 
atmosphere. Any restaurateur can slash his prices but, 
woe to him who also lowers his quality. Let him try it and 
its ~«o long, John,” to that establishment. 

Not only does this particular dining spot run ads 
regularly tn its local paper but the almost daily message 
abo reads. “Separate checks for luncheon parties on 
request”. How many times have you had to beg. hassle or 
wteedle separate tabs from a waitress when everyone 
involved was on a different eating kick? 

Attractive specials at cut-rate prices will lure the 
and if top notch food and pleasant service are 
included, a restaurant will make it every time 


I've bombed out on the literary trail of late, choosing 
two recent books which have left me dissatisfied and 
disgruntled over the time spent on them. 

The first, from the current arrival bookshelf at the 
library, was chosen because of the author. Graham 
Grene, who has penned some pretty good stuff over the 
years; “The Quiet American”, “The Human Factor” and 
~The Power and the Glory” among his credits 
His newest, “Doctor Fischer of Geneva or The Bomb 
Party ”, not only bears a strange title but is one of the most 
depressing bits I've read. It's only virtue, other than 
having a moral, is that it’s a skinny volume, a mere 156 
pages. 

In the book, the title character ( a millionaire, a student 
of human nature and a sadist) experiments at his 
“famous parties’' to see just how far the very, very rich 
will go to satisfy their greed. 

If you are a Graham Greene die hard, tho\ you might 
just as well add this to his repertoire < particularly since it 
takes so little time to complete. ) 

The jacket of “A Game of Secrets” promised “A truly 
authentic glimpse of the spies’ world and how it entangles 
even people outside its boundaries .... it makes other 
espionage novels read like nursery tales ’’ 
ifound the quote completely misleading in that when I 
WD manage to finish the book, struggling through its 370 


rather monotonous pages, I STILL didn’t know 
“whodunit”. I had to start all over to find out who had 
been doing the talking and just who the eventual high- 
placed foreign agent was. And ... I’m really not too sure if 
I know' NOW! 

Written by a newcomer to my personal list of authors, 
Thomas W iseman is too inconsistant in his story telling 
and skips from one character and scene to another too 
often and too rapidly He also rambles but DOES manage 
to throw in a particularly good chapter often enough to 
keep the reader coming back for more. 

With Homer, “the man who is the most highly place 
Russian spy in history”, as the nucleus for his novel, 
Wiseman spins his tale to include Bill Hardtman, a 
Truman -appointee and supposed watchdog of national 
security. In the entire book, he does little more than have 
lunch, attend cocktail parties and ask a loot of insane 
questions. He also is unbelievably naive and foolishly 
careless in his relationship with a much younger free- 
lance reporter (natch) who also free lances a rather 
risque type of romance 

I am not one to scan as 1 read or skip whole pages but 
with Mr. Wiseman I found myself hopscotching a lot and 
wondering just WHAT was going on.

Wayne club president finds 
lesson in life on chess board

Larry Wright isn’t particularly fond of 
racquet ball but he plays the game to stay 
in shape for his true test of stamina — 
chess. 

Stay in shape for CHESS? 

“Those four hour matches can get 
grueling,” deadpanned Wright, the 
president of the Wayne Chess Club. “The 
fatigue gets to you if you’re out of shape— 
it’s tough to concentrate then. A sound 
mind and body go together. 

“Chess can be played for fun but mostly 
it’s for blood,” he laughed. “The game is a 
battle of minds, a competition between 
egos.” 

And in that world of kings, queens, 
pawns and egos Wright more than holds 
his own. The Westland resident won the 
1977 Michigan Amateur Chess cham- 
pionship in his class and placed 14th in a 
national tournament the next year. Rated 
a category 2 (advanced) player, Wright 
figures his rating is among the top two 
percent in the Western Wayne County 
area. 

“When I was 12 a friend introduced me 
to the game,” recalled Wright, now 34. 
“But it wasn’t until 1972 that I really un- 
derstood chess. I learned how to study the 
books (on chess)— five hours a day at 
times. 

“I learned that I hadn’t had the will to 
win, to compensate for every disad- 
vantage on the board and push my strong 
points. Chess is an unsolved riddle and I 
want to master the game.” 

Wright, a real estate broker in Wayne, 
now plays once a day, often against other 
members of the Wayne Chess Club. Club 
meetings are held at 7 p.m. every Monday 
at the Wayne Community Center featuring 
challenge matches and instructions. 

He’s also been known to play up to 20 
matches simultaneously, a feat that 
always gets a crowd humming. Recently 
Wright defeated 11 competitors and took 19 
of 20 contests another time (losing only to 
Wayne Councilman Kurt Heidmann). 

"Memory is the most important thing,” 
he explained. "Playing more than one 



person at a time is like a magician’s trick. 
It looks impressive but actually playing 20 
matches can be easier than going against 
one rated player.” 

Simultaneous matches may be one of the 
few ways left to promote this game with 
the scholarly image. That or bring back 
the controversial Bobby Fischer, whose 
war of nerves with Russian Boris Spassky 
did wonders for chess popularity. 


“We need more colorful players,” ad- 
mitted Wright during a mid-afternoon 
break from his real estate chores. "Right 
now there’s more registered chess players 
in the Soviet Union than bowlers in the 
United States.” 

Active in the chess community, Wright 
is the former secretary and now a member 
of the board of directors of the Michigan 
Chess Association. He will serve as a 


delegate to the U.S. Chess Federation’s 
convention next month in Atlanta. 

But chess is more than check and check- 
mate, according to Wright. More than 
rankings and simultaneous demon- 
strations. 

“As Bobby Fischer once said ‘Chess is 
life,’ ” declared Wright. "There are a lot of 
correlations to be made. You start out

Lower Huron Metropark 
features family fare 


In Western Wayne County, we are 
blessed with one of the finest regional 
parks in the entire state. Lower Huron 
Metropark, situated just south of the 1-94 
and 1-275 Interchange off Hannan Road, 
along the Huron River. The 1,200 acres of 
parkland offer a wide variety of leisure 
activities geared for the entire family. 

The activities include: Picnicing — 
There are seven picnic areas located 
within the park that include tables, stoves 
and shelters. These areas are not 
reserved making it a first-come, first- 
serve area. 

Nature Trails — The two nature trails 
Paw Paw and Bob White are open year 
round for your enjoyment. Trail 
brochures are available at the park of- 
fice. 

Par 3 Golf — An excellent way to in- 
troduce children to the sport. This 18-hole 
course is open from 8 a.m.-8 p.m. daily. 
Weekday rates are $2.50, weekends and 
holidays $3.00. Golf club rental is 
available for 50 cents. 


Swimming Pool — This Olympic sized 
pool is open through Labor Day. There is 
a nominal fee for the bathhouse and coin 
lockers. A concession stand is locateed 
nearby as well as a tot lot and hard 
surface games area. 

Group Camping — Lower Huron offers 
a year round site for overnight and day 
camping for organized youth groups. 
There is a fee for this service - to reserve 
a spot call the park office. 

Canoeing — Maps for trips along the 
Huron River are available at the park 
office. If you have a group, campsites are 
available for overnight trips. 

Lower Huron Metropark is the closest 
of three parks located in our area. Willow 
Metropark, located at 1-275 and South 
Huron Road, also has a swimming 
facility and offers a regulation 18-hole 
golf course. Willow also operates a cross- 
country ski touring center for those of you 
interested in this fast growing winter 
activity. 

Oakwoods Metropark offers an ex- 


tensive nature center facility which 
houses display exhibits on the en- 
vironment and serves as a starting point 
for all trails. Oakwood is situated off 
Willow Road one-half mile west of Huron 
River Drive. 

Motor vehicle permits are required 
when visiting Metroparks. A one day 
vehicle permit is available lor $2 while an 
annual sticker is $7 which entitles you to 
visit any of the Metroparks. For more 
information on Lower Huron and Willow 
Metropark call 697-9181, for Oakwoods 
call 728-1255. 

The three facilities are managed by the 
Huron Clinton Metropolitan Authority. 
The Authority operates a system of ten 
metroparks located in the watersheds of 
the Huron and Clinton Rivers. 

The park system also provides maps of 
Southeastern Michigan which highlight 
the facilities. This excellent service is 
available free by writing to: The Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan Authority.

Northville's Marquis Theatre boasts colorful history 


Charlie Chaplin and 
Mary Pickford once 
played there. Nor- 
thville’s Marquis 
Theatre has proof of 
that. 

During the theatre’s 
restoration period two 
years ago, Chaplin's 
autograph was sighted 
on an old movie screen 
.ind a handful of Miss 
Pickford’s mail was 
uncovered in a 
backstage dressing 
room. 

Originally opened in 
1925 as the P. and A. 
Theatre, the venerable 
Greek Revival-style 
structure first served as 
a vaudeville showcase 
and later as one of 
Metropolitan Detroit’s 
more prestigious movie 
emporiums. Ultimately, 
however, after suffering 
the inevitable years of 
decline and decay 
shared by most of the 
nation’s old neigh- 
borhood movie houses in 
the sixties and seven- 
ties, the P. and A. 
succumbed. 

Things might have - 
stayed that way if it 
weren’t for Inga Zayti, 
the Marquis’ current 
owner and executive 
director. Mrs Zayti and 
her husband Jay gutted 
' premises and em- 

barked on what might 
** tbe area’s most -vj 
elaborate theatre .« 
v renovation since the : 
rc-emergence of the 


so in 1978 the old P. and 
A. re-opened its doors 
with a new name and a 
new face. 

The Zaytis' goal was 
to restore the theatre to 
its former glory — and 
then some. Solid brass 
handles, plucked from 
heaps of backstage 
debris, were returned to 
the building's original 
French doors, long 
disguised by panels of 
plywood. Eleven coats 
of paint were stripped 
from the handsome 
black walnut box-office 
structure. A walnut- 
lined orchestra pit was 
unearthed. 

Brass Winsburg 
chandeliers, crushed 
velvet seats with 
wrought iron frames 
and plush Victorian- 
style red carpeting were 
installed. And to these 
Mrs. Zayti added lavish 
stained-glass panels and 
a lobby ful of authentic 
antiques, including a 
fcunbof-the-century 


popcorn wagon. 

The wide scope of the 
attractions she has 
presented has also been 
unique: the big bands of 
Count Basie and Woody 
Herman, professional 
productions of such 
Broadway hits as 
“Fiddler on the Roof’ 
and Cabaret,” classical 
chamber music groups, 
small jazz ensembles, 
such pop music groups 
as the Ink Spots and the 
Four Freshmen and a 
series of films that

Sound?

Sometimes an over-reaction by en- 
thusiastic critics can unwittingly turn the 
public against an artist. For instance, 
when Jon Landau said of Bruce 
Springsteen years ago “I have seen the 
future of rock’n’roll, and his name is 
Bruce Springsteen,” many, many people 
proclaimed they didn’t like him— even 
though at that time they had never heard 
him— simply because of “that future of 
rock’n’roll” thing. 

When I first heard this album I won- 
dered what all the fuss was about; every 
magazine even remotely related to rock 
seemed to have an article on Robin and 
her band — lavish reviews were 
everywhere. In short, it smelled of a 
major hype. 

Then I saw the Chartbusters live, and it 
all came to me — it wasn’t a hype, Robin 
wasn’t just another recent addition to the 
female rock market, and in fact has 
about as much in common with Pat 
Benatar and her ilk as night does to day. I 
was impressed. 

This is no slick studio band fronted by 
gyrating, come-hither type female, but a 
rock’n’roll band in the basic sense of the 
term. Guitarists Asa Brebner and Leroy 
Radcliffe (both formerly of the Modern 
Lovers) work together superbly, joined 
often by Ms. Lane on rhythm guitar. Add 
drummer Tim Jackson and bassist Scott 
Baerenwald (reportedly a former AR- 
CHIE!) and you’ve got an extremely hot 
band. 

After the show I was backstage (ac- 
tually, at Bookies, it’s upstairs...) talking 
with the band. All were extremely 
amicable, especially Asa and Robin, 
despite being interviewed by another guy 
who asked really great questions like 
“What’s the purpose of your band?” two 
or three times (“Money!” I drunkenly 
yelled the second time, breaking up the 
room.) 

A California-born show biz kid, Robin 
Lane has been around and seen a lot in

her years. She was married to Police 
(“Roxanne”) guitarist Andy Sommers 
for a while, played folk music in L. A., and 
moved to Boston in 1976, where her 
musical re-awakening took place, largely 
due to the Sex Pistols. 

“I was anti-punk at the beginning,” she 
admits. “I hated it, but I didn’t know 
what I was hating. I hated what I saw on 
TV— the safety pins and people bashing 
each other. 

“Then, when I finally learned what it 
was all coming out of, and really listened, 
it was like a bomb went off.” 

Robin, a dedicated Christian (honest), 
saw beyond the sensationalism created 
by the press, and realized that Johnny 
Rotten & Pistols were crying out about 
injustices, real injustices that were 
taking place. Robin knew she had to get 
into rock. Quite a change of pace for 
someone whose former claim to fame 
was singing on Neil Young’s “Everybody 
Knows This Is Nowhere” album. In 1978, 
Robin Lane & The Chartbusters were 
born. 


As I was taking notes, Asa Brebner 
took my notepad and pen, writing his 
version of Robin’s musical history. It 
reads like this: “She wanted to get out of 
the doldrums of commercial folk rock, 
and Leroy and I wanted to escape from 
low-budget punk.” He also noted that 
“Tim played a lot of folk-rock with guys 
like Tom Rush, so we don’t talk about it 
much.” 

The next day, I put the album back on 
and wondered why I hadn’t really been 
enthralled with it before. Songs that had 
been so-o-o good the night before live 
seemed just as good now. Prognosis: it 
takes more than a casual listen to really 
enjoy the album. The lyrics stand out and 
the melodies swirl about seductively. It 
seems all the hoopla about this band is for 
a good reason, and with the first 
single— "When Things Go Wrong”— 
climbing the charts, it seems the masses 
are finding it out too.

Science Center offers reduced rates

This outdoor writer 
is in a big slump 


We hear so much today about 
“slumps.” Professional baseball players, 
at one time or another, all go through 
batting slumps. The economy is in its 
worst slump since the Greatest 
Depression. 

But very seldom, if ever, do we hear 
about a fisherman’s slump. 

Non-fishermen may scoff at this ter- 
minology, but fishing slumps are pain- 
fully realistic. And I’m writing from 
experience. Right now, I’m in the midst 
of a practically fishless summer. 

A fishing slump is even more ego- 
deflating if you claim to be an outdoor 
writer. I even hesitated, at the suggestion 
of my wife, when my editor said he 
wanted to print my picture with this 
column. 

“But you never bring home any fish! 
Why would you want people to know what 
you look like when you can’t bring any 
fish back to the dock?,” was her 
reasoning. “Well,” I answered, “I can 
always tell people that I release 
everything I catch. 

As you may have figured by now, 
this is aoout how NOT to catch fish. How 
many outdoor writers would dare to 
admit they have trouble catching fish? 

The thing that bothers me the most is I 
know what I’m doing wrong— but I can’t 
help it. It’s like a ballplayer knowing he’s 
dropping his shoulder just before he 
swings the bat. But my problem is two- 
fold and, if I discuss it, perhaps I can 
prevent others from getting into the same 
rut. 

The first part of my problem is this: I 
tend to lose my concentration if I don’t 


find any action during the first hour or 
two of a fishing trip. Then, when a fish 
does strike, I’m not ready for it. 

After I lose a few fish, I become trigger 
happy. That is, I start setting the hook too 
fast, perhaps even too hard, and actually 
pull the lure away from the attacking 
fish. 

It is a frustrating situation, as any 
angler knows, but the one consolation is 
that I’m still getting strikes— which is 
proof that I’m at least fishing productive 
water. And my partner, no matter who it 
is, doesn’t seem to have any problem 
connecting. 

If it wasn’t for these facts, I would be 
tempted to either attend a fishing school 
and brush up on my water-reading 
techniques or sell my fishing tackle and 
take up a less frustrating sport, like golf. 

I know I will regain my timing and 
start catching fish again. But meanwhile, 
there are a few things I plan to do, and 
you’re welcome to try them, too. 

Although I prefer to fish for gamefish, 
perhaps a bout with bluegills, crappies or 
perch is in order, iust to help re-develop 
my timing, you understand. 

Heck, at this point, I’d even be willing 
to try my luck with bullheads or catfish. 
And even though I don’t condone using it, 
live bait may just be my ticket back to 
successful fishing trips... just until I 
regain my confidence. 

It may also be a good idea to go to a 
lake that I’m familiar with, one where I 
always managed to catch something. But 
then, I tried this last week, and the lake 
was full of weed killer and several 
property owners were pouring sand for 


beaches and had the water all churned 
up. Another fishless trip. 

It doesn’t do my morale much good to 
know that fish are hard to come by during 
the heat of the summer. My vision is less 
than adequate when it comes to night 
fishing, and swarms of mosquitoes 
buzzing around my flashlight have 
always made me nervous. Ana to make 
matters worse, I’m allergic to most 
brands of insect repellent. 

But in fishing, as in anything else, it’s 
important to have confidence. I still have 
confidence in my ability and techniques. 
As far as my concentration is concerned, 
from now on I will act as if each cast will 
bring that once-in-a-lifetime trophy. 

And if all else fails— there’s always 
frog-colored dynamite.
